Particularly  popular  are  the 
college-oriented  courses  which  teach 
definite  skills  needed  to  succeed  in 
higher  education.

Anything  can  be  read  and  memor- 
ized, but  actually  doing  an  experiment 
or  dissection  makes  students  use  their 
acquired  knowledge.  That  is  why  labs 
in  Science  classes,  no  matter  what 
type,  prove  so  important.  The  ideas 
and  concepts  stick  longer. 

To  do  this.  Snider  had  developed 
a  wide  variety  of  courses  including 
Advanced  Biology,  Life  Science, 
Chemistry,  Advanced  Science, 
Physical  Science,  Physics  and  Man 
Made  World. 

With  all  these  varied  classes,  the 
students  are  allowed  to  explore  the 
area  of  science  that  captures  their 
attention  most.

The  1979  edition  of  the  Panther 
basketball  team  closed  with  a  mislead- 
ing 5-15  record.  The  SAC,  being 
tougher  than  usual,  and  the  presence 
of  such  teams  as  Muncie  North, 
DeKalb,  East  Noble,  and  Marion, 
non-conference,  made  this  one  of 
Snider's  harder  schedules.  The 
Panthers  however  defeated  Garrett, 
Bellmont,  Woodlan,  and  Huntington 
North,  in  out-of-league  play.  A  six 
game  losing  streak  changed  the  whole 
season  for  the  veteran  Panthers.  The 
Marion  thriller  was  Snider's  last  home 
game  of  the  season.  Senior  Wilfred 
Billingsley  led  the  squad  averaging  13 
points  a  contest,  while  drilling  the  nets 
for  31  against  Marion,  his  career  and 
personal  highest  scoring  game  ever.

Previous  to  the  annual  tour- 
nament, it  was  announced  by  Head 
Coach  Roy  Kline  he  was  in  his  last 
season.

The  1978-79  Girls  Basketball  Season 
marked  an  outstanding  individual  year 
for  Junior  Lisa  Herron  while  the 
Panthers  as  a  team  did  not  appear  to 
perform  to  their  potential.

For  that  reason  the 
outgoing  class  of  79  land  the  entire  school  for  that  matter]  is  counting 
on  next  year's  team  to  smear  their  butts.  Homecoming  or  not!  Those 
not  present  for  the  belated  triumph  will  be  there  in  spirit.  Fall  also 
means  marching  band  and  it  was  a  great  season  for  the  band  as  well.

The  basketball 
season  saw  Snider's  first  and  only  coach  Roy  Kline  step  down  and  the 
wrestling  team  was  characteristically  awesome,  losing  only  one  match 
to  Bellmont  and  winning  SAC  and  Sectional  titles.  The  Hockey  Club 
again  took  city  and  regionals  but  relinquished  the  state  championship 
they  had  held  for  three  years. 

There  were  no  freaks  of  nature  such  as  blizzards  of  floods,  but 
there  were  few  complaints  on  that  score. 

The  spring  musical  "Plain  and  Fancy"  was  a  big  success  which 
surprised  no  one,  least  of  all  those  involved  in  the  production.  The 
volleyball  team  had  a  good  season  ending  with  the  sectional  title.  The 
gymnastics  team  lost  only  to  Northrop  and  the  girls  basketball  team 
looked  promising.

In  baseball,  the  Big  Gold  Machine  had  another  outstanding  year 
and  should  complete  their  third  sectional  crown  in  a  row.  The  golf 
team  went  all  the  way  to  a  regional  victory  and  at  this  writing  is  still 
going  strong. 

Deserving  of  recognition  are  Val  and  Sal  Cindy  Clinkenbeard  and 
Laurie  Perkins,  respectively.  Another  memorable  year  has  come  to  an 
end.
